Throughout the past day and a 
half Peet has joked with his res- 
cuers and apologized for causing 
so much trouble. Once when his 
rescue seemed imminent the pres- 
sure of the crowd about the well 
caused fresh falls of earth. Late 
Saturday Bud Teet, neighbor boy, 
was lowered into the well to re- 
move earth from about the man’s 
head. No sooner had this been 
accomplished than another cave-in

ATTACKS TAKE

‘HAIFA, PALESTINE, Aug. 26. 
—Two Arab attacks on the Jewish 
community here broke out this 
morning in the center of ‘the town 
and in the suburbs. Three per- 
sons were killed and many wound- 
ed. Fighting continued this aft- 
ernoon, in the center of the town, 
but Arab attacks on the Mount 
Carmel suburb were beaten off.

JAFFA, PALESTINE, Aug. 26. 

—Arabs in force last night at- 

tacked the government offices here, 


but were driven off by British po- 
lice. Five persons were killed and 
30 wounded.

BEIRUT, Syria, Aug. 26.—Refu- 
gees eScaping into Syria from Pal- 
estine today said that Arab at- 
tacks against Jewish communities 
in the Wailing Wall controversy 
were gradually assuming the char- 
acter of an Arab revolt against the 
government. 

Massacres were said to have oc- 
curred at Haifa. 

The refugees said that a train 
bringing troops to Haifa had been 
attacked by Arabs this morning. 
The Arabs had succeeded in dis- 


arming some of the troops. 


JERUSALEM, Aug 26 (Jewish 
Telegraph Agency). — Twelve 
Americans Were killed Sunday by 
Arabs as they assisted Jews in de- 
fense of the Slaboka Rabbinica] 
College at Hebron, 20 miles from 
here, against a bitter Moslem at- 
tack, 

(The Americans involved in the 
attack on the college were students 
there, most of them preparing for 
the Jewish rabbinate. ) 

Fifty Jewish colonies of Palestine 
pioneers in the Valley of the Jez- 
reel have sent out a call] to the 
authorities in Jerusalem for help 
against Arab attacks. 

A band of Arabs yesterday made 
a surprise attack on the new all- 
Jewish city of Telaviv. near Jaffa, 
but were repulsed by the Jewish 
defenders. who were well pre- 
pared. One Jew was mortally 
wounded and died before reaching 
the hospital. and severa) others 
were slightly wounded. No tabu- 
lation was made of the Arab Cas- 
ualties. 

Fifteen other Americans were 
wounded in the encouter, in which 
the Jewish dead numbered 45 and 
the Moslem dead was estimated at 
40. Total casualties for the three 
days fighting between the races in 
Jerusalem, and lesser cities of Pal- 


estine, were estimated at 70 Jews 
and probably as many Arabs Hun- 
dreds have been wounded.

CLEVELAND, 0O., Aug. 26.— 
Still in the lead of the women’s 
transcontinental air derby, Mrs. 
Louise McPhetridge Thaden of 
Pittsburg, Pa., appeared over the 
Cleveland Municipal Airport at 
2:14 p. m. today, completing the 
last leg of the air race from Co- 
lumbus, where she had taken off 
at 1:30 p. m.. The woman flyers 
left Santa Monica, Cal., a week ago 
yesterday. 

The flyer who led the Derby most 
of the way from Santa Monica ap- 
peared certain of victory by more 
than cne hour of elapsed time, but 
her record will have to be checked 
by the official judges before her 
victory is made certain. 

The unofficial elapsed time for 
Mrs. Thaden’s flight from the West 
Coast was 20 hours 19 minutes and 
4 seconds. She made the 120-mile 
flight from Columbus in 44 min- 
utes. 

Blanche Noyes Next. | 
Closely following Mrs. Thaden 
was Blanche Noyes of Cleveland 
who circled over the Cleveland air- 
port at 23:29:30. Third was Gladys 
O’Donn '!1 of Long Beach, Cal., who 
was only a half minute behind 
Miss Noyes. 

After crossing the finish line, the 
pilots circled the field and made 
safe landings while the crowds at- 
tending the national air races 
cheered. sn fourth place came 
Amelia Earheart, the trans-Atlantic 
flyer, why »rought her plane down 
at 2:29. 

Mrs. Thaden was carried to the 
grandstand, where she spoke over 
the aruplifying system. 

Mrs Thaden was cheered by a 
crowd of nearly 50,000 persons and 
received a large bouquet of flow- 
ers. 

“The sun-burned derby is over 
and we are all glad,”’ Mrs. Thaden 
said. “But we could do it again.” 
“They were al] good women in 
the race but I happened to have 
the fastest plane. We are mighty 
happy to be at the air races in 
Cleveland, and I’m glad to have 
finished in first place.” 

Mrs. Thaden in Heavy Plane. 
The apparent victory of Mrs. 
Thacen was accomplished in one 
of tae Class A, or heavy planes. 
The first of the lighter planes tu 
complete the derby was Phoebe 
Omlie’s monocoupe. She brought 
her little plane down at 2:39 p. m.

Police learned that Brophy had 
been living at the Hotel Belvedere 
but had been missing for two 
weeks. His wife and child were 
said to be visiting friends at Toron- 
to. 

One of the cable messages signed 
by Byrd in Little America anda 
dated April 2 read: “Much obliged 
for your message. There was some 
delay in reaching me. Remember 
that no matter what hard luck you 
may have had we can work things 
out if you wii! continue to have 
faith in me. Zest of good wishes. 
your friend. BYRD.” 

The second message, dated Apri: 
22, read: “How are you feeling’ 
Please let me know if there is 
anything I can do for you. Cheerto, 
old fellow. BYRD.” 

Brophy was active at Byrd head- 
quarters here during the months or 
preparations for the Antarctic ex- 
pedition, and shortly before’ the 
party left tast year Commander

FORD WRONG ON DRY 
LAW, SAYS DR. BUTLER 


Columbia U. Head Remarks 
Auto Maker Seerhs to Live 
in Land of Dreams.

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Henry 
Ford is all wrong, declares Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, in answer 
to Ford’s recent statement «hat “if 
booze ever comes back, I’m 
through” making automobiles. 

“If Ford really wishes to dimin- 
ish the evil effects of what he 
rather familiarly calls ‘booze,’ he 
ought to exert himself to get the 
eighteenth amendment repealed 
and to substitute for it a sound, an 
American, a moral and a Christian 


method of dealing with what is a 
vitally important social problem,” 
says Dr Butler. 

“Mr. Henry Ford appears to ltiye 
in a land of dreams wholly obliv- 
ious to the realities which sur- 
round us. He does not seem [to 
have grasped the fact that the ques- 
tion of prohibition has little or 
nothing to do with liquor or the 
liquor traffic but that it is a ques- 
tion of government, of social order, 
or public morals and of common 
sense. 

“The eighteenth amendment has, 
to all intents and purposes, en- 
dowed the liquor traffic through- 
out this nation and has set it free 
of all tax. 

“Prohibition is the most power- 
ful friend that the liquor traffic 
has ever had. Prohibition is the 
most resourceful enemy that the 
temperance movement has ever 
had to face.”

STREET CAR GD. 
PUTS NEW FARE 
PLAN INTO EFFECT 


Little Confusion Caused by 
: Change to 10-Cent Basis 
— Many 12-Ride. 90- 
Cent Tickets Sold. 


The new schedule of street car 
fares went into effect this morning 
apparently with little confusion, 


despite the added responsibilities 
of the conductors. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter ob- 
served tuat virtually all adult pas- 
sengers who did not have commu- 
tation tickets were ready with a 
dime, Yeirg fu.ly informed of the 
new rates. Ticket buyers knew 
the price, 90 cents, for a 12-ride 
ticket good only for the current 
week. I[t was rarely that a pas- 
senger offered only 8 cents for a 
single cash fare and then it usually 
was because of absent-mindednee~. 

[In the early hours the demand 
for tickets was heavy, the passen- 
gers being for the most part those 
regularly employed and expecting 
to use 12 or more rides in the 
week. Later there was a considera- 
ble number of riders paying the 
10-cent rate. Children under 12 
years old still ride for 3 cents. 

Sometim the paseengers >t 
lucky break. For instance, when 
a conduct»r sells a ticket and for- 
gets to punch the first ride. One 
conductor: was seen to sell a num- 
ber of tic. -ts without, punching 
any of then: .hese purchasers get 
13 rides for 99 cents. 

Some con-usion was caused by 
passengers’ .orgetting to ask for 
transfers w %: their tickets were 
punched. This was attributable to 
the novelty of the pian. 

The ticket sales apparently 
caused no deiay on the * modern 
front-entrance cars, but on the 
rear entrance cars there was some 
congestion. Conductors, however, 
think loading ‘will be faster than 
usual the rest of the week because 
most of the regular riders will 
have their tickets and punching 
them will take less time than mak- 
ing change. 

in order to keep a record of 
the various classes of fares, as fr- 
dered by the State Public Service 
Commission. conductors are fre- 
quired to ring up on overhead 
registers the commutation § fares 
and the 6-cent fares that will be 
collected from ticket hoiders who 
have used up their {2 rides. This 
is some added troubie for the con- 
ductors.

ON BOARD THE GRAF ZEP- 
PELIN, Approaching San Francis- 
co, Aug. 25.—Ever since that day 
in May, when, over France, the 
Graf Zeppelin’s engines, one by 
one, went wrong, I have been wait- 
ing rather anxiously for the ‘ime 
when we would be over the Pa- 
cific Ocean. 

Most everyone who meets Dr. 
Eckener believes in his good judg- 
ment, good luck and good fortun., 
and from the very start we had 
confidence that the world flight 
would succeed. 

The ‘flight is not over yet, but 
with knowledge of what the Zep- 
pelin has gone through and with 
growing admiration for the abil- 
ity of the officers and crew those 
of us On board “clieve that ur 
Eckener will successfully handle 
any air situation he may be called 
upon to meet. 

As a result of foresight, experz.- 
ence and efficient preparation v7 
Dr. Eckener, his crew and Kerl 
H. Von Wiegand, who was respon- 
sible for much of the ground or- 
ganization which turned out s0 
well, this trip has been a ph>- 
nomenal success—bLut let me say 
right here that it is ao precedea: 
for promiscuous flights around the 
world and particularly should not 
encourage ill-prepared flights from 
Tokio to America with heavier- 
than-air craft. 

The Pacific from Tokio to Se- 
attle, San Francisco or Los 
Angeles, is not to be tackled light- 
ly.

The crew 
on watch, anticipating what was 
about to happen, directed the ship 
slightly upward. 

Zeppelin Takes the Bump. 

We reached the bump before ! 
expected. Suddenly the Zeppelin 
began to sink rapidly, nose down- 
ward. Showers of books on navi- 

gation, projectors, almanacs, 
diaries, cameras and miscellanies, 
the property of Lieut. Richardson 
who shares my cabin, landed on 
my head. 

People rushed from cabins to 
the salon, not in fear, but anxious 
to see as much as possible of the 
maneuver. There was hardly time 
for them to look from the window 
before the ship rose steadily to an 
even keel.

From Storm to Fog Condition. 

From the clouds and storm we 
entered a hazy fog condition in 
which we flew almost continuous- 
ly for two days. Occasionally 
throughout the first night the late 
moon shone brightly enough to 
throw a shadow conspicuously on 
the upper surface of the clouds 


and each miorning the sun, rising, 


dipelled the clouds momentarily, 


allowing the navigator to take a 
sight—but fog and rain and low 


visibility was our greatest portion. 
Throughout the first two days 
the weather was haphazard and 
uncertain, but there was no hap- 


azardness about the handling of 
the Zeppelin. 


The course indicator, a_ tell-tale 


on the helmsman, showed a line 


which was only slightly saw- 
where the course 
was deliberately changed. The gen- 
correctly kept 


much to training and experience 
gyro-compass vernier 
which indicates immediately the 
least fraction of a degree in change 
of course. Without such an asset 


and a pilot capable of flying en- 


tirely by instruments it would have

Several times during the day we 
rose to altitudes as high as 4000 
feet in order to get above the 
clouds and take sun observations.

his altimeter for accuracy. That 
maneuver also gave him an indi- 


cation of the barometric pressure 
or barometer reading and 
that a correction could be applied 
to the altimeter at other altitudes.

The echo-log is considered cor- 
rect to within one per cent at* 300 
meters, within 2 per cent at 400 
meters and fairly accurate at 2000 
feet, but not sodependable at high- 


er altitudes. 


The frequent checking of course 


and distance by sun 6bservations, 


a reliable knowledge of air speed 
compared with engine revolutions 
and the use of an exceptionally fine 
drift indicator of the Zeppelin’s of- 
ficers’ own invention, made _ the 


navigation of storm, fog and change 


of winds easy compared to the dif- 
ficulties one would have had in an 
airplane. 

The accuracy with which the nav- 
igating officers did their job was 
most commendable. Nothing that 


I have known in navigation 
through the air has been quite so 
perfect. 


It almost made one dizzy to realize 
that for 12 hours at a stretch we 
had been whizzing through the 
fog-laden air at a speed of 70 miles 
an hour, seeing often less than a 
ship’s length ahead, rain pouring 
down the windows of the contro) 
car practically obscuring what lit- 
tle outside view there was, and yet 
keeping a course so accurate that 
after a total of 60¢hours we were 
within eight miles of our estimated 
position. 

The winds broke Well in our fa- 
vor. We could not well have asked 
for more, yet on the whole it has 
been a difficult job; one extremely 
well done by the Zeppelin’s officers 
and crew. 


Three White Whales Sighted. 


Apart from the storm there has 
been little to thrill us on the jour- 
ney. The fog and clouds obscured 
the ocean’s surface much of the 
way but during a few clear inter- 
vals I chanced to see three white 
whales, some large fish, which 1 
was unable to identify, and a great 
big sunfish which seemed to wave 
its giant skirts lazily at us.

Stirring Scene on Bridge 


Of Zeppelin Nearing U.S. 


Officers and Passengers Crowd Up for Cloud- 


Framed View of Golden Gate—Stars 
and Stripes Unfurled.

ON BOARD THE GRAF ZEP- 


PELIN, Over San Francisco, Aug. 
25.—Asia to America in 68 hours 
17 minutes. We on board the Zep- 
pelin are somewhat dazed. I see 
passengers rub their eyes. ‘Tokio 
Friday afternoon, San Francisco 
Sunday afternoon; between them 
more than 5500 miles. Is it possi- 
ble? Yes, for here we are, above 
San Francisco. 

The Graf quivers as if conscious 
of the world achievement. The 
bridge should be dramatized at this 
moment, no les also the lounge 
where passengers excitedly crowd 
the windows. Bridge and naviga- 
tion room are filled. 

Every officer off duty is there. 
Representatives of eight national- 
ities and nine countries are getting 
their first view of California from 
the first airship that has crossed 
the Pacific. 

Even Dr. Eckener cannot wholly 
conceal his emotions. He is still 
weak from a severe attack of what 
apparently was ptomaine poison- 
ing which will force him to spare 
himself as much as possible in Los 
Angeles. Saturday night he had 
a high fever but stuck to the bridge 
till midnight. Sunday morning he 
ate something for the first time in 
two days and insisted that he was 
all right again. 

Fleming in Charge at Time. 

Around him on the bridge are 
Capts. Lehmann, Fleming and 
Von Schiller. Fleming had the 
honor of being in command when 
we reached the California coast. 

In the navigation room are Nav- 
igators Wittemann, Pruss and Lud- 
wig. whose extraordinary naviga- 
tion, when for 12 hours at a stretch 
they could make no observation be- 
cause of fog, aroused the sponta- 
neous admiration of Lieutenant- 
Commander Rosendahl. He is on 
the bridge with Dr. Eckener. 

Also in the navigation room are 
two Japanese officers, Commander 
Kusaka and Maj. Shibata, who 
have caught something of the en- 
thusiasm in the ship and that we 
see below us. 

Lady Drummond Hay, first wom- 
an to cross the Atlantic by air east 
to \est. and now first to have 
flown around the globe, stands at 
the side of Dr. Eckener. 

Capt. Sir Herbert Wilkins, fa- 
mous explorer, difficult to shake 
out of his quiet, shows elation as 
we glide over the coast line. ‘This 
flight has been a greater satisfac- 
tion to me than anything I have 
ever undertaken, because I have 
had time »ud opportunity to ob- 
serve the skill and judgment of 
others,” he tells me. 

Lieut. Jack Richardson, naviga- 
tor of the American Navy’s Los 
Angeles, is almost as happy as if it 
were his own ship and he at the 
wheel or in the navigation room. 

William B. Leeds. our only and 
very genial millionaire, springs 
one funny quip after another, while 
Joachim Rickard, one-time diplo- 
mat, “wouldn’t have missed this 
marvelous flight for 10 years of 
my life.” 

DOr. Geronimo Megias, physician 
to the King of Spain, bursts out in 
Spanish admiration when he sees 
the city by the Golden Gate. M. 
Gerville-Reache of Paris cannot 
find enough wuperlatives even in 
his fluent French, to express his 
feelings to Lady Drummond Hay, 
on having reached America. 

Col, Iselin of Zurich flourishes 
a telegram of congratulations from 
the President of Switzerland. Dr. 
Heinrich Seilkopf, our excellent 
weather expert, wishes he could 
visit the San Francisco weather bu- 
reau., 

Dr. Eckener turns to me and re- 
marks, “A beautiful harbor and 
city.” I ask Capt,. Ernst A. Leh- 
mann, flight commander, what is 
the secret of the success of this 
historic voyage. He answers, 
“Careful preparation, a good crew. 
meteorological navigation, a good 
ship and good luck.” 

There was a scramble and rush 
to the windows when word came 
from the bridge, “California “coast 
in sight.” Every glass on board 
was leveled. At first it was vague- 
ly visible, but as the Graf rushed 
on at greater speed, land and 
clouds separated and rapidly took 
form. Soon before us and a little 
to one side lay the entrance of the 
Golden Gate.

The morning brought us relief 
from fog. In 30 hours we had just 
two or three momentary glimpses 
of the rolling Pacific. At times we 
tried to get above the fog, then 
again tried to craw! underneath 
it—thus bringing us closer to the 
water than’was comfortable while 
rushing along at 70 to 98 miles an 
hour. 

Again and again the Bang! 
Bang! of the echo-log cracked. It 
told us how close or how far we 
were from the surface of the 
ocean, 

“Mess of Dirty Weather.” 

We had been shut out from sky 
and sea. It was a pleasant sensa- 
tion to see a few miles of the Pa- 
cific again. Soon. however, we 
drove into a fierce rain squall 
again. I went to the bridge and it 
looked as if a comber from the 
ocean had come across the bow, 
for the two helmsmen, Dr. Eckener 
and Capt. Fleming were standing 
in water. 

“I have never seen such a mess 
of dirty weather as yesterday (Fri- 
day) and lust night,” remarked 
the Commodore. He had come 
down from above rather’ earlier 
than usual; hadn’t slept much be- 
cause he had had fever; he tooked 
pale( but said he was a lot better. 
I suggested some tea. No. he did 
not want any tea or anything else. 

His gruffness, however. had 10 
effect on me. { happened to have 
some $20-a-pound famous China 
.tea, brewed some and sent it to 
him by Otto Manz, the chef, hav- 
ing the latter tell him at the same 
time that the price ought to tempt 
him. It did. 

A little later he came to the din- 
ning room, looked quite fresh 
again, thanked me and had break- 
fast—his first meal in two days.

A meeting of the Zionist Exec- 
utive, the agency of the world 
Zionist organization for the Uup- 
building of the Jewish National 
Homie in Palestine, was called for 
today to consider the serious situ- 
ation which has arisen.

One of the first important offi- 
cial acts of Henry J. Gerling, acting 
Superintendent of Instruction in 
the public schools, will be a revi- 
sion of the teaching of English, 
which he characterized, in an in- 
terview with the Post-Dispatch to- 
day, as “hash.” 

“It is the weakest spot in the 
present curriculum,’ Gerling said. 
“It is here that we will begin a 
gradual revision of the whole cur- 
riculum.”’ 


Another important policy to be 
pursued by Gerling will be to di- 
vide responsibility among the as- 
sistant superintendents and super- 
visors instead of centering it upon 
the Superintendent of Instruction, 

“St. Louis is no longer a vil- 
lage,” Gerling said. “It is a very 
large metropolitan center, so large 
that no one man can manage alone 
the intricacies of its educational 
system. Attempts by others to 
handle all details and control en- 
tirely the system’s activities have, 
in my opinion, proved failures and 
I don’t propose to make the same 
mistake. 

“IT am going to tell the subord- 
inate executives that they must 
study the needs of their own de- 
partments and make recommenda- 
tions to me and that, unless I have 
better knowledge of my own from 
actual contact, I will send on their 
recommendations to the Board of 
Education with my approval. 

“I will try to occupy the posi- 
tion of general supervisor.

Strang said he had known of 
many such cases and had been in- 
dicted in one himself. He told the 
committee that “some men were 
arrested and thrown into receiver- | 
ships and _ fined,” while ‘others 
were not.” 


“Ninety per cent of oil frauds 
fines were not paid,” Strang said. 

One affidavit, Strang said, was 
“typical of all the cases.” It was 
signed by G. P. Edgell, whom 
Strang described as a “former Fort 
Worth oil man connected with the 
Republican machine, but now on 
the outer edge of the circle.” 

The affidavit was ordered into 
the record by McKellar. It said 
that Edgell gave $2000 to Col. W. 
E. Talbot of Dallas, in behalf of 
Owen A. Wood, an ofl man, who, 
Edgell said, told him to “give it to 
Talbot to buy a new sedan.” 

Talbot, Strang testified, was a 
“nolitical consort of R. B. Crea- 
ger.”” The latter is chairman of 
the Republican National Committee 
for Texas. 

Talbot, Strang continued, was to 
infercede with Cot. William J. Don- 
ovan, who was then Assistant to 
the Attorney-General, in an at- 
tempt to prevent proceedings 
against Wood.

merce today from James M. Ro- 


han, president of the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce. 

Rohan asserted that the city has 
hindered county road progress by 
not agreeing on a pian, by failing 
to designate a sufficient number 
of streets as entrances to the city 
and by failing to keep its prom- 
ises to improve certain specified 
entrances. 

The letter closes with the sug- 
gestion that the city and county 
chambers of commerce form a 
representative committee to work 
out a co-ordinated city and county 
road plan, with the additional sug- 
gestion that citizens of St. Charles, 
Franklin and Jefferson Counties 
be invited to join this committee. 

Text of the Letter. 

Rohan's letter in part follows: 

“A survey by the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce discloses 
that county road problems cannot 
be solved satisfactorily unless the 
City of St. Louis agrees by co- 
operating with the county to make 
certain street and road improve- 
ments. These street and road im- 
provements should be made to con- 
form with a general] plan of street 
and road building for all of the 
Greater St. Louis Area. 

“St. Louis County has $10,000,- 
000 to expend on roads and the 
State Highway Department will ex- 
pend approximately $8,000,000 In 
St. Louis County. But in order to 
provide a system of highways 
which will serve St. Louis City as 
well as St. Louis County, the City 
of St. Louis will be compelled to 
expend a large sum providing con- 
nections with widened roads en- 
tering the City of St. Louis. These 
facts again demonstrate there 
should be a comprehensive plan for 
the entire Greater St. Louis dis- 
trict. 

“The St. Louis County Chamber 
of Commerce has repeatedly ap- 
pealed to the St. Louis County 
Court to prepare a coniprehensive 
road plan in the interests of good 
government and economy, but the 
court has postponed preparation of 
such a plan as well as. the em- 
ployment of a recognized author- 
ity to study the needs of the coun- 
ty for the purpose of drafting a 


plan. 
A Comprehensive Plan. 

“The County Chamber of Com- 
merce believes that the expendi- 
ture of a fund of $18,000,000 with- 
out a definite comprehensive road 
Pian will result in mistakes, waste 
of the taxpayers’ money and a 
pell-mell road system. It also be- 
lieves that a comprehensive plan 
will make for 2 better road system, 
will stimulate business, terminate 
unrest and confusion and make for 
stability in property values in the 
county. 

“Such a plan also would halt ef- 
forts to ‘sell’ the County Court 
ideas that roads should be built at 
this or that point irrespective of 
the interests of the county as a 
whole. Only through an unbiased 
study can roads be located where 
they will best serve the genera! in- 
terests of the county. 

“The County Court has stated

A Market Street merchant this 
afternoon reeallied selling two 
coveralls, similar to those found

The recent mixup in the names 
and identity fo the two racers from 
the- Delwood Stable at Saratoga, 
when Martis ran as Cowlitz and 
was winner of the Troy Claiming 
Stakes under that name, while an 
unintentional mistake resulted in 
the stewards awarding first money 
in the race, which amounted to 
$5250, to Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Dress Ship. which ran second. It 
appears that the mistake in the 
identity of the Dolwood Stable 2- 
year-old was made by stable at- 
taches. Martis has since been sold 
at an auction of some of the Dol- 
wood horses and brought $8100. 


Another Costly Mistake. 


The Saratoga case of mistaken 
identi*y in the case referred to 
caused “Clem” in an Eastern paper 
to :late the case which occurred 
back in 1902 at Chicago, when 
Trainer Charles Hughes brought 
the horses owned by W. T. Zeigler 
of Cincinnati to Chicago from New 
York. It seems that two horscs 
had been imported from England 
by the stable, two of which were 
designated as Luke Ward and New 
York. At Harlem Luke Ward de- 
feated a good field of sprinters and 
was the medium of quite a clean- 
up by the stable, being backed from 
15 to 1 down to 6 to 1. Among 
those he defeated was Sam Hil- 
dreth’s Gonfalon. A few days later 
at Washington Park on American 
Derby day Luke Ward ran, but got 
off badly, finishing far back. Her- 
mis in the stabl also ran last in 
the derby. While Luke Ward was 
being cooled out Zeigler himself 
called attention to the fact that 
Luke Ward looked like the horse 
named New York and investigation 
showed that Hughes had really 
been running the wrong horse. All 
bets stood, of course, but Luke 
Ward lost*‘the purse he had won, 
which went to Hildreth and Hughes 
was refused permission to § race 
either Luke Ward or New York 
for the remainder of the year.

He seldom took an active 
part in practical campaigns, and 
when he once did so, the result 
was not encouraging. Speaking 
semi-humorously, he said in a 
campaign speech: “I get down on 


He was born in Uion, Frank- 
lin County, and lived in St. Louis 
after his fifth year. His given 
name, Campbell, was little used 
after he grew up. The Bishop 
family was prominent in the Pres- 
byterian Church in Missouri in 
Civil War days. Four of Orrick 
Bishop's uncles were clergymen. 

He went through Westiminster 
College at Fulton, Mo., where he 
was in the class of 1862, and took 
his law course in Louisville, re- 
turning to St. Louis in 1867 and | 
entering law practice. He became 
assistant circuit attorney in 1883, 
and continued in that office until 
1897, when he went into priva.e 
practice. Besides the Maxwell- 
Preller case, he aided in the pros- 
ecution of Arthur Duestrow, 
wealthy slayer of his wife, who 
was hanged. 

Circuit Attorney Folk, taking of- 
fice in 1901, persuaded Mr. Bishop 
to return to the Four Courts as an 
appointed assistant. In the diffi- 
cult task of prosecuting and con- 
victing the perpetrators of the 
Suburban railway and city light- 
ing bribery deals, Mr. Bishop was 
his legal right hand, drawing in- 
dictments and advising on legal 
technicalities, while the late An®- 
drew C. Maroney handled much of 
the grand jury and courtroom ques- 
tioning. Mr. Bishop, a student and 
lecturer rather than an orator, 
nevertheless, made effective argu- 
ments to the jury in some of the 
most important of the boodle cases. 

Appointed Judge by Fotk.

Mr. Bishop in 1905 to a vacant cir- 
cuit judgeship, and the cther

It produced, through 
Pingree’s leadership, a revision of 
the Michigan Constitution to enable 
‘cities to acquire and operate pub- 
lic utilities. It led eventually to 
Couzens’ discovery of the permit 
plan whereby the city could con- 
trol utilities that had no fran- 
chises. 

The crucial event was the deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme 
Court in 1920. The franchise on 
the Fort Street line having ex- 
pired, the City Council passed an 
Ordinance fixing the rate of fare, 
and ordered the company to com- 
ply on pain of having its permit 
withdrawn. The company took its 
resistance to the courts, and the 
case was decided when the Su- 
preme Court held that, although 
the city had no legai authority to 
prescribe the rate of fare, it had 
a legal right to oust the company 
from the streets on which its fran- 
chises had expired. The practical 
result was a complete victory for 
the city. -Mayor Couzens was now 
in a position to say to the com- 
pany, and in effect he did say: 

“The city intends to prescribe a 
reasonable rate of fare. If you ex- 
ercise your legal right to ignore 
that rate, the city will exercise its 
legal right to throw you off the 
streets.” The company had no 
choice but to comply. 


Meantime, taking advantage of 
their privilege under the new State 
Constitution, the people of Detroit 
had declared, by a vote of more 
than four to one. for municipal 
ownership and operation of the 
railways. But the company obsti- 
nately refused to name a reasona- 
ble price for its property. It con- 
tinued to press for a new blanket 
franchise, declining to make badly 
needed additions and improvements 
unless the franchise was granted. 
Thereupon the city itself proceeded 
to build the extensions and to op- 
erate them. Under this pressure 
the company wilted somewhat and 
decided to name a price that at 
least was ope to discussion. May- 
or Couzens pronounced this figure 
too high, but he recommended that 
the city accept it to get rid vof the 
problem. Despite his recommen- 
dation, the voters rejected it by a 
large majority. They wanted mu- 
nicipal ownership,-but they refused 
to be held up.

the city. That precedent has been 
faithfully followed by his succes- 
sors, and has become a tradition 
which no politically minded Mayor 
would dare to ignore. 

The personnel of the present 
commission is a fair sample of 
its predecessors. The chairman is 
G. Ogden Ellis, publisher of The 
American Boy, The Youth’s Com- 
panion and other periodicals, and 
first vice president of the Bank of 
Detroit. The associate members 
are John J. Gorman, investment 
banker and capitalist, and John J. 
Barlum, owner of the  20-story 
Barlum Hotel and the  40-story 
Barlum Tower, operator of a large 
flect of lake steamers, and presi- 
dent of the American State Bank 
of Detroit. Among previous com- 
missioners were the late John F. 
Dodge, head of Dodge Bros. Motor 
Co. William B. Mayo, chief en- 
gineer of the Ford Motor Co., acts 
as consulting engineer to the com- 
mission, also without pay. 

It seems hardly necessary to add 
that the street railways have en- 
joyed a quality of management 
and technical advice which is un- 
surpassed, and it goes without 
saying that such men have wasted 
no time on political job hunters or 
wire pullers. Nowhere has the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent heard 
it suggested that the street rail- 
ways have ever been used to build 
up a political machine. After its 
experience in the past, the Detroit 
public is in no mood to stand for 
tampering with the efficiency of 
the street railway system. 

Under municipal] ownership the 
extent of the property has more 
than doubled. New lines’ have 
been built and old ones extended, 
obsolete facilities have been re- 
placed with modern equipment, 
and the cars have been’ supple- 
mented with a great fleet of mu- 
nicipal motor busses. The busses 
are employed largely in districts 
where the volume of traffic does 
not warrant the construction of 
car lines, and possession of them 
enables the city to establish new 
routes as fast as they are needed. 
Bus fare is 10 cents, with free 
transfers to street cars or other 
busses, and a car passenger can 
transfer to a bus by paying an 
additional 4 cents. 

Lest it be inferred that the 
busses, with their 10-cent fare, con- 
tributed materially to the annual 
surplus of the railway system, it 
should be stated that the busses 
barely pay operating costs, due to 
so many being allocated to the 
more sparsely populated districts. 
They are maintained by the city as 
a necessary service to the public. 
with no particular regard for the 
revenue they produce. 

The immediate cost of making 
these vast additions and improve- 
ments was met by the issuance of 
street railway bonds. Each year 
the surplus revenue produced by 
the railways is put into a sink- 
ing fund. Out of that fund comes 
all the money for paying principal 
and interest on the bonds, and for 
paying off the purchase price of 
the old system. 

To be sure, the present system 
has had the benefit of certain op- 
erating economies which no pri- 
vate company enjoys. Outstand- 
ing business men and technical ex- 
perts have donated their labor 
and talents as a contribution to 
public service. In consequence, 
more than $100,000 in executive 
salaries. was lopped off when the 
city took charge. The system was 
also able to dispense with the high- 
powered publicity agents and ad- 
vertising men whom the private 
company had employed in its con- 
troversies with the public. More 
important still, the end of private 
ownership put an end to the cost- 


pene oil 


ly litigation in which the com- 
pany had incessantly engaged. Ex- 
penditures of this character in- 
curred under private ownership. 
but eliminated under public own- 
ership, totaled more than $500,000 
a year, Chairman Ellis informed 
the correspondent. 

Since the system is now owned 
by the public, there-is no tempta- 
tion to put a fictitious valuation 
on it to be used as a basis ,for 
higher fares, The city knows ex- 
actly what the property cost. It 
cost $55,500,000, and that is the 
value set forth in the annual] bal- 
ance sheet. The city would have 
no object in deceiving itself. 

This value of $55,500,000 for the 
Detroit street railways ig in strik- 
ing contrast with the valuation of 
$63,500,000 on which the Missouri 
Public Service Commission allows 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. to'| 
base its fares. The contrast is even | 
more striking when the two prop- 
erties are compared. 

The Detroit street railways have 
418.68 miles of track, as compared 
With 348.49 miles of the Public 
Service Co. Detroit has 1660 rey- 
enue passenger cars, ts against 
1619 for the St. Louis company, 
and the Detroit railways operate 
509 motorbuses to 52 operated by 
the Public Service Co. The Detroit 
system last year carried 484,000,- 
000 passengers, while the St. Louis 
System carried 393,400,000. (Dur- 
ing the present year Detroit will 
add 17.5 miles of track, and ex- 
pects to carry more than 5600,000,- 
000 passengers). 

It is obvious at a glance that the 
Detroit system is the larger and 
more valuable property of the two. 
Yet the St. Louis property, with 
less trackage, fewer cars and 
busses, and hauling only about 80 
per cent of the passengers haulea 
by the Detroit system, is allowed 
by the State Commission to base 
its rates on a vatuation which is 
$8,000,000 higher than the valua- 
tion which the City of Detroit 
Places on its larger property! 

The explanation of this striking 
discrepancy is found, first, in the 
fact that the St. Louis company, 
has a franchise, which puts it be- 
yond control by the city; and sec- 
ond, that the~+ State Commission, 
which does fix the valuation on 
which fares are based, permits the 
company to include in its list of 
values a number of items, some of 
which do not represent actual costs 
at all. To be exact, $15,109,915 
of the valuation allowed the St. 
Louis compa v consists of more 
Or less intangible items. They are 
(1) $5,216,166 for “overhead costs 
during construction”; (2) $3,000,- 
000 for “going value’; (3) $2,700,- 
000 for “promotion and consolida- 
tion costs,” and (4) $4,193,749, 
which is added to make up the 
“cost of reproduction new”. 


In the faithful record of costs 
kept by the city of Detroit, no such 
items appear. The city would have 
nothing to gain by padding its ov'n 
figures, so it is content with a 
straightforward statement of value 
based on genuine costs. This is 
the principal explanation of the 
glaring incongruity between the 
two valuations. 

Notwithstanding the remarkable 
success of the street railways, 
there is no apparent disposition 
here to extend municipal owner- 
ship to other utilities. Under the 
permit system of regulation, with- 
out franchises, the conduct of the 
four utilities remaining under pri- 
vate ownership has been so ex- 
emplary as to earn general ap- 
proval. Indeed, it is frequently 
remarked that if the Detroit Unit- 
é€d Railways had conducted itseif 
as the other utilities are now con- 
ducted, the demand for municipal 
ownership would never have 
arisen. 3

Tons of Raw Opium An- 
-nually From Turkey and 
Persia Unaccounted For.

GENEVA, Aug. 26.—Startling 
disclosures regarding the traffic in 
narcotics are made in the official 
minutes of t last session of the 
League of Nations Advisory Opium 
Commission, prepared for submis- 
sion to the September Assembly of 
the League. 

As a result of these revelations, 
it is authoritatively stated, several 
governments will be asked for ex- 
planations. The League’s revised 
list of factories producing narcot- 
ics reveals the existence of pro- 
ducers in Switzerland, Hungary 
and other co.ntries which here- 


'tofore were unknown. 


Italy has always professed to be 
a non-producer of drugs. Now 
two factories, one in Genoa and 
another in Milan, have been un- 
earthed. Another large narcotic 
factory, utilizing home-grown pop- 
pies, has been discovered in Hun- 
gary. 
2,200,000 Pounds Untraced. 

While the number of factories is 
shown to be on the increase, the 
official report discloses that Tur- 
key and Persia annually produce 
2,200,000 pounds of raw opium— 
the disposition of which cannot be 
traced. No reports of what be- 
comes of it are available. Several 
countries, members of the League, 
are still refusing to submit annual 
reports to Geneva on the manufac- 
ture of narcotics within their bor- 
der and their imports and exports 
of drugs. 

The repo : reveals that, despite 
a pledge under The Hague conven- 
tion to reduce gradually the use 
and manufacture of opium in 
Dutch colonies, the Dutch Govern- 
ment monopoly shows an increase 
of 18 per cent in sales in recent 
years and annual increase of more 
than 10 per cent in the importa- 
tion of opium. 

Details of te operations of the 
notorious Naarden firm show that 
that Dutch company, during a 
period of 18 months, distributed 
through illicit channels, more tha: 
29,900 pounds of morphine, 6600 
pounds of heroin and 198 pounds 
of cocaine, most of which went to 
the Orient. 

IMegal Traffic 4100 Pct. of Legal 

India reports that for every 65 
pounds of narcotics legally import- 
eu, 265 pounds were confiscated 
from illicit traffickers. Conserva- 
tive estimates place the illegal dis- 
‘tribution at 41 times the volume 
of the legitimate trade. 

French, Dutch and German firms 
are revealed as the greatest of- 
fenders in supplying the illicit 
tratfic. 

Officially verified figures prove 
that one of what was supposed to 
be the entire world’s production 
of heroin was’ thrown into the 
market by the Naarden firm be- 
fore the Dutch Government re- 
voked its license. 


municipal ownership. This is the 
municipal lighting plant, which 
manufactures current for lighting 
the streets, parks, wharves and all 
public buildings, including schools.

C. Orrick Bishop, former circuit 
judge and veteran prosecutor, ac- 
tive in St. Louis public life since 
the Civil War period, died early 
today of cancer in his’ bachelor 
quarters at 3840 Lindell boulevard. 
He was 86 years old. 

The funeral will be held at 2 p. 
m. Wednesday at an undertaking 
parlor at 3846 Lindell. Arrange- 
ments are being made by friends, 
as no near relatives survive the for- 
mer Judge. 

Judge Bishop was the oldest 
alumnus of Central High School, 
having been a member of its first 
graduating class, that of 1858. Not- 
able services of his legal carver: 
were as assistant in the prosecu- 
tion of Hugh Brooks, better known 
as Arthur Maxwell, hanged in 


1888 for the murder of Charles 
as 
aid to Joseph W. Folk in the City 
Hall boodle prosecutions of 1902- 
03; as first judge of the St. Louis 


Preller at the Southern Hotel; 


Juvenile Court, in 1906; and in 
the organizing of the National 
Baseball League, for which. he 


wrote the original constitution. 


In St. Louis Most of Life. 

He was born in Uion, 
after his fifth year. His given 
name, Campbell, was little used 
after he grew up. The Bishop 
family was prominent in the Pres- 
byterian Church in Missouri in 
Civil War days. Four of Orrick 
Bishop’s uncles were clergymen. 

He went through Westminster 
College at Fulton, Mo., where he 
was in the class of 1862, and took 
his law course in Louisville, re- 
turning to St. Louis in 1867 and 
entering law practice. He became 
assistant circuit attorney in 13883, 
and continued in that office until 
1897, when he went into privace 
practice. Besides the Maxwell- 
Preller case, he aided in the pros- 
ecution of Arthur Duestrow, 
wealthy slayer of his wife, who 
was hanged. 

Circuit Attorney Folk, taking of- 
fice in 1901, persuaded Mr. Bishop 
to return to the Four Courts as an 
appointed assistant. In the diffi- 
cult task of prosecuting and con- 
victing the perpetrators of the 
Suburban railway and city light- 
ing bribery deals, Mr. Bishop was 
his legal right hand, drawing in- 
dictments and advising on legal 
technicalities, while the late An- 
drew C. Maroney handled much of 
the grand jury and courtroom ques- 
tioning. Mr. Bishop, a student and 
lecturer rather than an _ orator, 
nevertheless, made effective argu- 
ments to the jury in some of the 
most important of the boodle cases. 

Appointed Judge by Fotk. 

Folk, as Governor, appoin ed 
Mr. Bishop in 1905 to a vacant cir- 
cuit judgeship, and the cther 
judges chose him for the then new 
Juvenile Court assigniment. The 
court was conducted three days a 
week, and thus took about half of 
Judge’s Bishop’s official time. He 
made a careful study of the prob- 
lem of juvenile offenders, and rec- 
ommended the full-time judge and 
the parole system, substantially as 
now in use in that court, 

Judge Bishop's last public posi- 
tion was as Judge Advocate of the 
Police Department. in which he 
served until 1921. The work which 
he did in that p s:tiou jis now per- 
tormed by the City Coius-lirs of- 
fice. He lectured to law clasves of 
Washington and St. Louis Uni- 
versities, serving the latter :nstitu- 
ticn until the past <chool year. 

A Baseball Evthusiast, 

As a young maa, Mr. Sishop 
was right fielder, sometimes short- 
stop, and occasionauy pitcher, in 
tie St. Louis Uaione a vacant-lot 
baseball nine of the late sixties. 
When the first ven'ure was made 
in forming a profe-siona. t-aseball 
team here. in 1874. Vir. Bishop was 
sent east to get players, and he was 
largely instrumental In organizing 
the first St. Louis Browns, s0- 
called from the color of their uni- 
forms. The team did spring prac-

change hall on Second street, and 
played visiting teams, chiefly from 
Chicago, before a regular schedule 
was established. In the fall of ‘75, 
when A. G. Spalding. Charles 
Fowle and others formed the Na- 
tional Association of Baseball 
Clubs, they used the constitution 
prepared by Mr. Bishop. This body 
became the National League. 

The first scandal in organized 
baseball, resulting from the charge 
that the Louisville club had 
“thrown” an exhibition game, led 
to the withdrawal of St. Louis 
from the league in 1877, and Mr. 
Bishop’s association with the game, 
except as a fan, ceased then. The 
name of Browns was later taken 
over by Chris von der Ahe’s semi- 
profession organization. 

Had No Luck as Campaigner. 

Short and plain in appearance, 
and of unobtrusive manner, Judge 
Bishop enjoyed a wide acquaint- 
ance. He seldom took an active 
part in practical campaigns, and 
when he once did so, the result 
was not encouraging. Speaking 
semi-humorously, he said in a 
campaign speech: “I get down on 
my knees and pray every night for 
the election of the whole Demo- 
cractic ticket, from president to 
constable.”’ This remark, taken se- 
riously by the Republicans, gave 
an opportunity for dwelling on 
some weaknesses of the _ local 
ticket, and the need for prayer 
in its behalf. 

Judge Bishop was one of the 
resident members of the Missouri 
Athletic Club when its building, on 
the site of the present M. A. A., 
was burned in 1914 with the loss 
of 30 lives. He escaped without 
injury. 


HYDE TO SEEK $26,000,000 


FOR FIGHT ON FRUIT FLY 


Secretary of Agriculture to Recom- 
mend Appropriation During 
Special Session, 
the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Hyde today 
said he would ask the special ses- 
sion of Congress to appropriate 
$26,000,000 to continue the cam- 
paign of eradicating the Mediterra- 
nean fruit fly in Florida. 

He declared it would take that 
amount to adequately broaden the 
inspection and eradication meas- 
ures to the extent experts declare 
to be necessary. The present erad- 
ication measures and the inspec- 
tion and certification of fruit and 
vegetables grown in Florida will 
be continued’ and intensified under 
the new campaign, and the border 
inspection which. guards against 
the shipment of fruit in bulk will 
be increased. 

The action of Hyde follows the 
lifting of the quarantine on beans 
and lessening of the regulations on 
other Florida grown produce.

In a former parish, at New Ham- 
burg in Scott County, Father Moe- 
nig achieved prominence as 
prime mover in building up the 
district agriculturally. 
tion of the hill country, 
made up his parish, for the more 
fertile lowlands led him to an in- 
tensive study of agriculture and he 
was able eventually to show 
parishioners how to reclaim their 
lands which had been 
ished by repetition of crops. 
Noting the possibilities -of suc- 
cessful dairying the land held 
forth, Father Moenig headed 
party of 12 farmers which went 
to Wisconsin to study dairying. 
Here he purchased purebred cows 
with his own funds and parcelled 
them out among his parishioners. 
Returning from a trip to Louisville, 
he brought back 85 prize winners 
and urged the newly established 
dairymen to name their farms and 
build up pride in their purebred 
He organized Guernsey and 
Poland-China associations and lec- 
tured periodically on 
lime, soil-washing and crop rota- 
tion. 

He organized his own bank, 
started an orchestra, kept his own 
purebred herd of Guernseys and 
conducted an agricultural experi- 
ment station. After 29 years at
